made by the Chinese, requesting the citv 
authorities to investigate the sanitary con­ 
dition of Chinatown, and to take action 
deemed best to them.

Santa R osa. February 9th.—An anti-

T h e S eattle S itu atio n . 


S e a t t l e , February 9th.—There is not the 
least change in the situation this morning. 
The unexpected bloodshed yesterday pro­ 
duced a wonderous ellect, and throughout 
last night not a sound was heard, nor were 
there any noisy gatherings 011 the streets, 
as on the night previous. The stillness of 
the grave reigned all over the town, in 
great contrast with the violent fury of the 
day. The militia are yet on duty, but ar­ 
duous and uninterrupted service "has com­ 
pletely wont them out. It was expected 
that aid would be given by the arrival of 
Federal troops, but tlieir non-appearance 
has caused much disappointment. 
Indig­ 
nation runs high because of the inatten­ 
tion of the authorities at W ashington to the 
urgent appeals for troops. 
All A n ti-C h in ese Clul» T a k e s P o ssessio n 
o f C h in ato w n in O ly m p ia. 
O ly m p ia . February 9th. 
This morning, 
about 7 o’clock, a mob commenced taking 
possession of the Chinese houses in this 
city, and an alarm was given by the ring­ 
ing of a lire bell. 
Before the citizens could 
realize what was happening a guard, com­ 
posed of members of the Anti-Chinese 
Leagues, was placed in possession of each 
China house, and the Chinamen were or­ 
dered to pack up and leave. The mob was 
led by a young man named Hetzel, who 
was recently employed as Assistant En­ 
rolling Clerk in the Legislature, and who 
held a position for some time in the office 
of Territorial A uditor: also, a junk-dealer 
names Bales. 
Hetzel is a Knight of Labor. 
The bosses of the China houses have been 
given three days to leave town, and the 
employes have received notice to leave at 
10 o’clock to-day. 
Sheriff Bollings has 
summoned a posse and they are being 
sworn in now. Wagons have been hired 
to carry away the Chinamen’s property. 
So far things are quiet, with the exception 
of a crowd on the streets. Oae of the re­ 
sults of the non-passage of a military bill 
is now felt. Since tlie militia was dis­ 
banded here any ordinary police force is 
insufficient to keep order to any great ex­ 
tent. The Chinamen are sufficiently fright­ 
ened to leave now at once. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
O ly m p ia , February 9th.—The Chinese 
rem ain in their abodes unmolested. The 
agitators have done nothing since morn­ 
ing. Everything is quiet this evening. 
Buies and Hetzel, the leaders in this m orn­ 
ing's demonstration, were arrested, and re­ 
leased 011 $500 bail. 
I.ate this afternoon 
about 509 citizens assembled in Columbia 
Hall, at the call of Mayor Chambers. After 
speeches favoring the upholding of the 
law, 100 men signed the roll of a law and 
order committee. There has been no Chi­ 
nese agitation here lately, and it is be­ 
lieved the movement started to-day will 
not advance.

The movement against the Chinese was 
never more general, or conducted in b e tte r 
spirit, than it is to-day. It g ath ered fresh 
ini pet is first in the Territories, an d , al­ 
though of slower grewth in California, it is 
rapidly engaging the attention of the peo­ 
ple of tl:*f entire State. 
Sacramento city 
took the lead, and estrfclishod a good prece­ 
dent, wli'ch is being f. Bowed in ev ery d i­ 
rection. In former 1110 ’* :nentsdemagogues 
as well a t well-mean fcg, hut ill-ad v ised 
men, put themselves in front, and serio u sly 
injured a good cause >y intemperate h a ­ 
rangues an i resolution.’ and bad advioe to 
others. The result was ; resort to violence 
against Chinamen in muxy instances, an d 
the frequent indulgence i i direful th re a ts. 
1 he people of California, while regretting 
thi3 mistaken course,did not falter in their 
opposition to Chinese immigration, but 
great harm wns done in the older States 
whose people were not affected as ours 
were by contact with the Chinese, and who 
were slow to realize and appreciate the 
evils resulting therefrom. The wild ha­ 
rangues indulged in here, the intemperate- 
resolves, the personal violence to China­ 
men, offended the moral sense of these i>eo- 
pie, and made them rather our enemies 
than friends. 
Under the c ircumstances it 
is surprising that we have done as well as 
we have in procuring legislation against 
Chinese immigration. Our representatives 
¡11 Congress had a hard task before them, 
made doubly difficult by foolish acts here. 
The present agitation is upon a different 
basis entirely. It is in the hands of good and 
discreet men, thanks to the good example 
of Sacramento, and everwilling is being 
done in r.11 orderly and lawful manner. 
The leaders are actuated hy the highest 
motives. 
They know, by actual contact 
and experience, that the existence of the 
Chinese in California is a curse, and that !'ie 
prosperity and 
happiness, welfare and 
safety ot ihe people imperatively demand 
their removal. 
But they propose to bring 
about this result by lawful and peaceable 
methods. 
They are not prompted by 
hatred of the Chinese as individuals, but 
by the belief that sound public policy de­ 
mands their removal. 
They regret the 
hardships to which individuals are sub­ 
jected, but appreciate the fact that it is un­ 
avoidable. 
Hence the word passes along 
the line that “the Chinese m ust go." but 
that they m ust go peaceably, and with as 
little hardship as the nature of the case 
will permit. 
In some few eases, where 
communities were sm arting under out­ 
rages of which the Wickersham murders 
are an example, they have been made to 
leave 011 short notice; hut the general 
sense is that sufficient time be given them 
to close up their affairs ;, and the plan gen­ 
erally adopted is to withdraw patronage 
from them. They are not self-supporting 
anywhere. They cannot live if the whites 
refuse to patronize th em ; and hence an 
effectual way for any community to get rid 
of them is to buy nothing of" them and 
give them nothing to do. 
The necessity of these measures is de­ 
plored by every good man. 
It is a harsh­ 
ness of treatm ent against which the better 
feelings rebel, and one which nothing but 
the sternest necessity will justify, but it 
seems to be unavoidable. It is forced upon 
us. 
We went to Congress almost in a solid 
body, and implored its assistance, ft’e 
petitione I, we implored, we reasoned ; we 
did everything a people could do to be 
saved from further Chinese immigration, 
and to have arrested the evil consequences 
resulting from their presence here, 
ft’e 
did not ask for the expulsion of those al­ 
ready in the country and who chose to re­ 
main. 
\Ve only begged that a law should 
be enacted which would prevent a further 
augmentation of their numbers. 
If we 
could be assured that the further influx 
should be stopped, we were willing to trust 
to time to relreve the State entirely of their 
presence by death and by return to their 
native country. 
After years of struggle 
and delay, Congress did pass a Restriction 
Act which was not all that we desired, 
but with which we were disposed to be 
content. 
Immediately the troubled wa­ 
ters became calin, the people trusting in 
the efficiency of the law ; but unfortu­ 
nately its enforcement was in the hands 
of those who had more sym pathy for the 
Chinese than for us, and they proceeded at 
once to nullify its provisions, and succeed­ 
ed ¡11 m aking it practically worthless. The 
present agitation is due to this fact. H ad 
the Restriction Act been enforced, there 
would have been no further trouble. Gradu­ 
ally the Chinese would have been reduced 
in numbers, aud as gradually their places 
would have been taken hy w hite men, j.nd 
there would not have been any disturbance 
in the labor supply of the hítate. 
But the 
bad iaith of those who administered the 
law, tlie utter worthlessness of the Re­ 
striction Act as they have interpreted it, 
the frauds perpetrated by which incoming 
Chinese are landed with im punity, have 
disgusted the people, and destroyed confi­ 
dence in efficient relief front that source; 
and they have tjkeii the m atter into their 
own hands, and resolved that the Chinese 
shall go or starve. 
We tntst that Congress 
will speedily enact an efficient law which 
will he able to withstand the Chinaphofaist 
sharps on the bench, 
ft’e believe that such 
a law would be stringently enforced by the 
present Administration, aud that the peo­ 
ple would scon be content to let the law 
take its course. 
Until this is done, the 
agitation will continue, and boycotting 
will be the order of the dav.

DEATH of GENERAL HANCOCK. 
Í he country loses a model soldier, a 
brave man and a patriotic citizen in the 
death of General Winfield Scott Hancock. 
He was one of the few soldiers whose life 
being wholly spent in a military atmos­ 
phere, developed statesmanlike quali­ 
ties. Me was a jH-rfeet type of the patriot 
who regards duty to lffs country as supe­ 
rior. lie was of an unselfish disposition, 
amiable and kindly in every walk, the 
very reverse of boastful, was studious and 
posse—<il of ability of high order. 
It 
is as a soldier that his character stands out 
most prominently. Born in 1824, and 
name»! after the chief military figure of 
the day, he appears from earliest lioyhnoi] 
to have displayed those qualities that later 
made him so eminent as a leader of organ­ 
ized bodies of men. When a mere lad he 
grouped his companions in a cadet com­ 
pany, anil drilled them upoa the public 
common. He was always judicial in judg­ 
ment, coo! ami self-possessed, and of com­ 
manding carriage. He entered West Point 
when 111, and was graduated when 2(; was 
breveted a Second Lieutenant of the Sixth 
Infantry at once, ami went into service on 
the foxa- border. He served through the 
Mexican war, and was made hirst Lieu­ 
tenant. In I8.3.3 be lw?eauie a 
Cap­ 
tain and Quartermaster, and siwved in the 
last Florida Indian war. At its close he 
was sent to the Kansas l>order, and in 1858 
accompanied Harney’s command to I'tah. 
Soon alter he rejoined his regiment and 
came on to California with it as its Quar­ 
termaster. He was some time stationed at 
Benicia and at Los Angeles, and was at 
the latter point when the War of the Be- 
bellion broke out. He pronounced at once 
for the Union, ami was granteil leave to 
report for active service at the East. From 
that time on his career was one familiar to 
our readers. 
He 
was made Chief 
Quartermaster on Anderson’s Staff, but 
was s.. n after made Brigadier-General. 
He at once became a prominent figure 
among Union officers, and his brilliant 
record at the battle of Williamsburg drew 
to him general public attention. He was 
made commander of the First Division of 
the Second Army Cor|>* on the field of 
battle, and fought at Antietam in a man­ 
ner that won the applause of the nation. 
He selected the ground for the battle of 
Gettysburg, where he was wounded. In 
1864, then a Major-General, the city of 
Philadelphia honored itself iu doing him 
special honors, and Congress formally 
pissed resolutions of thanks to him for his 
ga'lantry, bravery anil far-seeing military 
capacity, It is unnecessary to follow him 
through his splendid career in the battles 
of the Wilderness, Spottsylvania Court­ 
house, Cold Harbor, Chanceliorville, Pe­ 
tersburg, Fredericksburg, the masterly 
movements on the James and up to his ap- 
piintmentto the high |K>-ition of defender 
of the national capital. His services sub­ 
sequent to the war were no less valuable to 
his country, as reference to his military 
career upon the border and at Xew Or­ 
leans freely discloses. His policy at 
the latter place was not wholly in aecoril 
with superior authority, but his sincere in­ 
tegrity and patriotism were never for a mo­ 
rn on questioned. The esteem in which 
General Hancock was held by his fcilow- 
c.tizens was manifest in his nomination l>v 
a grc.it political party of the nation for 
the Chief Magistracy. His defeat for the 
o S‘ C ¡n nowise affected his standing be­ 
fore the people, and was directed, not 
azainst the man, but the party of his 
affiliation. He was a patriot of unalloyed 


devotion; a great-hearted, gallant soblier; 
a man of broad intelligence and discreet 
judgment; a typical American officer; a 
citizen among the first of his country. 
THEY WILL FIGHT. 


HOME 
AND 
ABROAD. 


We call the attention of such people as 
are especially happy in sneering at the 
organized militia, and delight in dubbing 
its men “play-day soldiers,” to the fact that 
the citizen soldiery fought at Seattle. 
Miliiia-men restored order and cowcil a 
mob. National Guardsmen stood before 
their fellow-citizens, robed in the full re­ 
galia of the authority of the Republic and 
maintained the supremacy of its laws. The 
rioters,and those who have assumed that the 
militia will " aún high,” have to their sor­ 
row found out that the citizen soldier will 
fight, and shoot to kill. In the presence 
of such a splendid example as the militia­ 
men of Seattle on Monday gave of the 
strength of that arm of the Government, 
we recall the piping sarcasm of certain 
legislators iqion the floor of the California 
Legislature, who saw nothing of go<xl in 
the National Guard, and deemed the 
annual pittance asked for its support a 
waste of the jieople’s money. They forgot, 
or never knew, that in every great trial of 
the integrity of our institutions under the 
assaults of violence, the citizen soldier has 
been the first to respond to the appeal 
of the law. It was the militia that stood 
the first shock of the American revolution; 
the organized militia that first faced the 
rebel hosts in ’CO-61; the citizen soldiery 
that first responded to the call of the Re­ 
public in its struggle with Mexico; the 
National Guard that in every city of the 
land to-»lay is the chief conservator of 
peace iu troublesome times, and that with­ 
in forty-eight hours lias demonstrated its 
capacity and usefulness in Washington 
Territory, in the face of such temptations 
to shirk duty as rarely present to men. 
Let the lawless, and those who feign con­ 
tempt for the “holiday soldier,” keep it in 
mind that the organized militia of this 
country will fight, and that it aims low. 
THE LONDON M03. 
The altogether most iuijiortant and sug­ 
gestive fact of the London riot of Monday 
is that the mob, having possession of the 
most important part of t il city; having 
whipped and effectually eo-jnl the ¡nilice 
force; having free and urjestrained con­ 
trol of the chief highway of London; 
having the power to sack a 9.1 pillage to a 
far greater extent than it < 
; having the 
jK>wer to shed blood and involve London 
in carnage—contented itself with destroy­ 
ing property, beating su»i foreigners as 
were objectionable to it, and then quietly 
disjiersing. The torch was pot applied and 
no murder was done. I ll 3 fact indicates 
that the character of the uiob differed 
greatly from that of nils heretofore 
known in London. It world seem to indi­ 
cate that it was a mob of p*ss passion and 
deeper purpose; one embtieing in its con­ 
stituent elements more if those having 
real grievances—such as atise out of nee»l, 
want of employment Ini those anxious, 
willing an»l competent to bibor; those who 
are not wholly bent uporn destruction and 
thg pulling down of exi ting institutions, 
but wlio will ho -.afi.-íTea with, the satisfy­ 
ing of their immediate wants. This was 
indicated by the fact that the socialistic 
minority failed to sway the mob to its own 
purposes, but met at its hands no small 
punishment for its radicalism. It remains 
to be seen if the second mob now rioting in 
the streets of London is of the same char­ 
acter. 
THE LOGIC OF FACT. 
Of one thing the present anti-C'hinese 
agitation ought to convince the people of 
the East : that it is not promoted by the 
rough, the hoodlum and the vicious classes. 
At one time that belief had some reason for 
entertainment; now it has none. Senator 
Stanford is reported, in a recent interview 
as saying that lie hoped to iniiuenee a good 
many of his colleagues by pointing out the 
unanimity of the sentiment of the people 
of this coast upon this subject. For, he 
added, in effect, the verdict of so many hun­ 
dreds of thousands of .American citizens 
must address itself with great force to the 
men of the East who are not within the 
atmosphere of the agitation. And so it 
will. It is not reasonable to suppose that 
our friends of the Atlantic will continue 
to stubbornly debate the issue with citi­ 
zens their peers in every respect, whose 
logic is the teaching of thirty years of ex­ 
perience with the Chinese, and who pre­ 
sent the cold and unanswerable fact that 
C hiñese competition has driven, -and is 
driving, the American out of the fields of 
industry. The ethics of the humanitarian 
schools are as nothing before the stern 
facts that 
confront the wage-winners 
thrown into competition with the Chinese 
1 aborer. 


RAILROAD TAXES. 
Argum ent of Counsel ISefore the Supreme 
Court Yesterday. 
(San Francisco Post.] 
Ihe case of tbe County of San Mateo 
against State Treasurer riullahan, and the 
application of John ltoonev for a writ of 
mandate against the ¡state Controller to 
compel payment of a warrant, were heard 
jointly before the Supreme Court to-day. 
flic two cases cover ail the issues involved 
in the railroad tax controversv. Railroad 
Commissioner Foote, 1). M. Deltuas and 
Selden Hetzell represented the State Con­ 
troller. J. It. Mi Kune appeared for Roo­ 
ney, J. M. Allen for San Mateo, and IV T 
Baggett for tbe Attorney-General. Mr. Me’ 
Kune, in presenting his case, brieflv went 
over the issues, and said that the Controller 
wouul certify the railroad taxes to the 
Treasurer, but that he was afraid he might 
certify away the rights ot the State, and the 
present action was commenced to ascertain 
what those rights were. 
Mr. Hetzell argued that the consent 
judgments iu the United States Courts in­ 
volving $145,aOO were void and contrarv to 
public policy. He also maintained that in 
the cases, involving $660.000. judgments ob­ 
tained in the same Court, the Attornev- 
Geueral had no right to appear for the 
State. His duties were prescribed and 
limited. The law directed the Controller 
in tax cases like that before the Court to 
prosecute the State's easts, and the Attor­ 
ney-General did not appear for tbe Con­ 
troller in those cases. Counsel claimed 
that it was no part of the duty of the 
Attorney-General, and he quoted from the 
statute defining his duties, to accept monev 
as taxes on account. 
* 
Judge McKinstrv asked counsel if the 
Attorney-General received money on be­ 
half of the State, and if it was in full of all 
demands and charges, why he could not 
pay it over to the proper officer. 
Mr. Hetzell said he had not thought of 
that proposition. 
Judge McKinstry—Well, suppose he had 
received money less certain penalties or 
percentages, could he pay it over? 
Mr. Hetzell—No, sir. ’ We claim that it 
would be a void act: that he would have 
no right to accept that amount on behalf of 
the State, or has any power to stipulate for 
the State in matters’ of taxes. 
Judge McKee—Your proposition is that 
the Attomey-Genern'i lias no power what­ 
ever to appear for the State in these cases ? 
Mr. Iletzeii—That is our position pre­ 
cisely. 
The case was still on argument this after­ 
noon.

DEATH OF GENERAL WINFIELD 
SCOTT HANCOCK. 
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DOAIKSTIC NEW S. 
G eneral H ancock Head. 
New Yoke, February 9th.—Gen. Han­ 
cock died at 2:58 this afternoon. 
[The Reoobd-Unios presents the following 
necessarily brief sketch of the life uf General 
Hancock, from notes prepared especially for 
ttiis pujvr; General Winfield Scott Hancock was 
born at Montgomery Square, twelve miles north­ 
east of Norristown. Pa.. February 14, ls-ji, anil 
was therefore nearly 62 years of age. From 
earliest boyhood he manifested a love for mili 
tary matters. As a boy he organized his play­ 
fellows into military companies, and loved to 
teach them how to march and handle mimic 
aims, lie had a good common-school educa­ 
tion, and proved an apt and very bright scholar. 
He was always commanding in carriage, and 
had the admiration of his school-fellows, and 
for his amiability had their love. He came of 
bcotch stock, and was gittcd with a fine 
frame and hardy constitution. 
Winfield 
was a twin, and between bis brother 
Hilary and himself there was ever the deepest 
was born at the time General 
\Y inneld bcott was In his militan' prime, and a 
patriotic impulse on the part of General Han­ 
cock's father gave the boy Scott’s full name. At 
the age of 16 (1841) Hancock entered West Point, 
and was graduated at 20, brevetted a Second 
Lieutenant, and at once went upon duty ou the 
frontier. lie proved fiom the outset to be an 
admirable disciplinarian. Oil the outbreuk or 
tne Mexican war the young Lieutenant was 
gratified by being ordered to \ era Cruz to march 
with reinforcements for General Scott, lairing 
the wai he won distinction among the officers, 
and was early made a first Adjutant, and then 
tor gallant conduct was brevetted a First Lieu­ 
tenant. On his return home he was honored 
by notice by resolution of the Pennsylvania 
Legislature. In 184:i he rejoined his regiment: 
was made Adjutant and Aid de-Camp to General 
Clark, and went upcn laborious duty on the 
frontier. In January, 18-i*, he married Miss 
Almira Russell, of ft. Louis. Tne union proved 
of the very happiest. Two children were born 
to them. The eldest, a son, is still living • tbe 
younger, a daughter, died in March, 1875. In 
Ink, Lieutenant Hancock was ordered to Flori­ 
da, and took active part in the Seminole 
war under General Harncv. He was made 
Quartermaster with the rank of Captain. In 18.57 
lie again joined the frontier command, and in 
March, 185s, accompanied General Harney's ex­ 
pedition to Utah. From there he was ordered 
to Benicia, in this State, and on him as Quaiter- 
tmister devolved the arduous duty of furnishing 
transportation for the troops over a long and 
difficult route. He remained a short time at 
Benicia, and then was ordered to Los Angeles. 
There he was located when the War ol the Re 
beli ion broke out. He asked at once to be al­ 
lowed to report for service at the East, unhesi­ 
tatingly easting his fortunes with the ¥uion. 
His request was granted, and lie speed­ 
ily 
reported at Washington. 
He 
teas 
appointed 
Quartermaster 
under 
Gen­ 
eral Anderson 
but 
almost immediately 
was miele Brigadier-General of Volunteers 
[September it, 18IS1). His fir-t duty was to aid 
in tlu- organization of the Army ot the Potomac. 
Most of his time was given to drilling volunteer 
troops, but his brigade had frequent set-to's 
with the rebels along the Potomac Anny line. 
He proved to be ati admirable organizer and a 
splendid disciplinarian, and yet his severity 
was so just as to win him the devotion of everv 
soldier. In 1862 his brigade was at the front 
fighting valiantly. The battle oí Williamsburg 
gave him his first great distinction as a 
*• fighter. 
At the battle of Frazier’s Farm he 
won renown also. For his brilliant conduct he 
was breveted Major, Lieutenant-Colonel, anil 
then Colonel of Regulars, and in November 
1S02, was made Major General of Volunteers 
Honors thick and last came to him, and his 
name was known and honored throughout the 
laud. lie ¡ought at Fredericksburg and Chan- 
ceilorsvilie. chose the battle-ground at Gettys­ 
burg, and his light there was ihe most gallant 
ot ml his career. Here he was wounded 
severely, and borne from the field. ( ongress 
formally thanked him for his achieve­ 
ments in this battle. On recovering ho was 
again in battle, the chief ones being the Wilder­ 
ness, Spottsylvania. Nor h Anna, Cold Harbor 
and the sit go of Petersburg. Align f. inu he 
was made Brigadier General, an1 in July, 1866, 
Major General in the regular army. After the 
war he commanded the Middle Department the 
Departments of Louisiana, of Texas of Dakota 
the Department of the East. His conduct 
a New Orleans under the Reconstruction Acts 
brought him into political prominence and dis­ 
agreement w ith the policy of the Government, 
but it was not of a character at all affecting his 
station or high repute. At the trial of the con­ 
spirators he held the responsible office of mili­ 
tan; guardian of the National Capital and the 
national archives, being chosen to that great 
duty because of his eminent fitness, his calm 
judicial iniud and his splendid disciplinary 
abilities. He w as a candidate for the Presiden­ 
tial nomination before the National Democratic 
Convention in lbos uud in lsso received the 
nomination, but was defeated by General Gar­ 
field. Since then lie has remained 011 ilutv at 
Governors Island, New York. He w as’the 
senior Major-General ot the Armv and next l 1 
General Sheridan in the line of succession to 
the chief command Ha? was a broad-minded 
cultured gentleman, a perfect soldier, a devoted 
patriot, and one of America's foremost men.]

Army, died at 2:35 this afternoon.

General Hancock’s death was tbe result 
of a malignant carbuncle 011 tbe back of 
his neck, which had confined him to bis 
bed for several days. No serious alarm was 
felt, however, until shortly before lie ex­ 
pired. The news caused'the profoundest 
sorrow in commercial and financial circles, 
as well as among business men generally. 
When the sad event was known in the ex­ 
changes and at the Custom-house, tla«-s 
were immediately ordered at half-mast. It 
has not been generally known that General 
Hancock was ill, and his deatli was unex­ 
pected. General Hancock was in Washing­ 
ton a week ago, and was obliged to return 
without paying his respects to the Presi­ 
dent. The carbuncle which caused his 
death made its appearance 011 the General s 
neck at the base of the brain. 
The Commercial Advertiser says : General 
Hancock had been ailing for some time, and 
been unable actively to attend to his mili­ 
tary duties on the island. He suffered 
from a complication of diseases, but still 
fought against his ailm ents: but the recent 
development of a carbuncle, while he was 
at Washington, compelled him to remain in 
his house. From this attark tie did not 
rally, and his condition had been consid­ 
ered precarious for a day or two past. His 
only son died last autumn, and since then 
lie had not been given strength to resist dis­ 
ease with the determination lie hail previ­ 
ously exhibited. When he expired his wife 
was beside him. Upon the announcement 
of his death the Hag at his headquarters 
was displayed at half-mast, and telegraphic 
dispatches were sent to the army stations 
in the harbor, to the army buildings at 
Houston and Greene streets, and To the 
navy yard, as well as to Washington and 
other places. General Hancock's condition 
had been a source of much anxiety to the 
officers and men of his department since 
the beginning of the year. 
The General leaves a widow and three 
grandchildren—two girls and one boy- 
named Mora, Ada and Gwvnne, the issue 
ot the General's son Russell, who died De­ 
cember 26,1884, and whose loss the General 
has ever since mourned bitterly. Major- 
General Whipple will assume command of 
the Department, supported by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Jackson, until the President' shall 
appoint General Hancock’s successor from 
Generals Schofield, Terrv or Howard <)r- 
dersin reference to the funeral ceremonies 
are expected from Washington to-morrow 
In the meantime the body will be em­ 
balmed by the officers of the post. In the 
general orders to-morrow will be promul­ 
gated the announcement of General Han­ 
cock's death, when the regulation mourn­ 
ing will be adopted. The General will 
probably be interred at Norristown, Pa. 
GENERAL SHERI DANS SYMPATHY. 
New York. February 9th.—The news of 
the General’s death had'been Hashed abroad 
by wire but a little while when messages of 
condolence began coming to the Island.

California Wines Aiming Good .lutlgas. 
Washington, February 9th.—A careful 
sampling by experts of the Metropolitan 
Club of this city was held to-day over 
about twenty different varieties of the finest 
of recently-produeed wines of California. 
The Governing Committee have invited 
Mr. Wetmore and Mr. Pohndorff to at­ 
tend for the purpose of determining 
whether selections could be made for the 
use of the club. A number of samples 
were highly appreciated, and were con­ 
sidered equal to line imported brands. 
Wetmore goes to Xew York to-night, to at­ 
tend a meeting of the Wine and Liquor 
Dealers Association, which has been called 
for the purpose of testing similar samples, 
and to consider propositions for legislation 
in the interest of the wine-growers. 
The KuSghts of Labor and tlie Chinese. 
New York, February 9th.—It is stated 
that the Executive Committee of the 
Knights of Labor, now in session here, had 
a prolonged discussion yesterday on the 
movement now in progress to expel the 
Chinese from A\ ashington Territory and 
the Pacific coast. Intelligent members of 
tbe Order deny the imputation conveyed 
in the press dispatches from Portland, Or., 
that the Knights are responsible for the vio­ 
lence going on there. There nmy l>e per­ 
sons there calling themselves members of 
the Order, but as violence is not part of the 
Knights’ programme or principles, the 
parties engaged in it must he sailing under 
false colors. The ICniglits are resolutely 
opposed to Chinese immigration and to 
Chinese competition with white labor. They 
propose to continue their agitation against 
them within the laws of the country, and 
with due regard for existing treaty obliga­ 
tions, while discountenancing all overt acts 
of the character reported from Washington 
Territory. They are using and will con­ 
tinue to use tlieir influence with the view 
of inducing the Government to insist upon 
such modifications of the existing treaty 
with the Pekin authorities that will put an 
end to Chinese immigration of the objec­ 
tionable kind altogether. They also are 
persuaded that tlie I’ckin Government 
would not he indisposed to accept some 
such modification. 
F urther E astern Views of tlie Anti-Chi- 
«ese Crusade. 
New Y ork, February 9th.—A Times edi­ 
torial says : The Anti-Chinese rioters in 
Washington Territory seem to pay as little 
respect to the proclamations of tiie Presi­ 
dent as to the obligations of national treat­ 
ies. Perhaps they consider that gently 
compelling the Mongolian to try a sea 
change to San Francisco, and actually pav­ 
ing his fare thither, is considered a benefit 
rather than an outrage. It is evident that 
both for tbe purpose of discharging its own 
treaty obligations, and for that of securing 
obedience to the laws in one of its Territo­ 
ries, the Government is fully authorized to 
interfere. 
The Telephone Scandal. 
New York, February 9th.—The Tribune 
says editorially: Garland never denied 
Rogers’ statement that $1,500,W0 in the 
Pan Handle Klectric and other telephone 
stock was given to him when he was in the 
Senate; that he liad it when the Depart­ 
ment of Justice intervened last August in 
the interest of tlie enterprises with which 
he was identified; that lie holds it now 
when the Government is preparing to exert 
its whole power 111 breaking down the Bell 
patents and enriching the speculative 
statesmen connected with the Administra­ 
do i. Do s the President consider this gift- 
taker s relations to the Southern telephone 
ring either honorable or decent? Does lie 
mean to keep thisgift-tuker in the Cabinet, 
when the evidence of his corruption and 
the flagrant prostitution of his public func­ 
tions is before the world and has not been 
contradicted ? This is the main'issue, and 
public attention cannot be diverted from it 
by hair-splitting discussions of technical 
questions of ;lio patent law. by abuse of 
the Bell monopoly or by cowardly attacks

A Thieving Architect. 
New H aven. February 9tli.—- Five years 
ago William Weddingham, a ndlionaire 
Californian, began the erection of a $500, 
000 residence at West Haven, and engage», 
as Ins supervising architect and disbursing 
agent James Scott, a Salt Lake <Mtv 
Mormon. 
Recently Weddingham had 
reason to believe that Scott was dishonest. 
He engaged an attorney to investigate the 
matter, and five weeks ago Scott was ar­ 
rested and placed in charge of a Deputy 
Sheriff, who has kept him under his eye 
ever since. The matter has been kept very 
quiet. When first arrested, Scott stoutly 
denied his guilt, but last night confessed 
that lie had embezzled about $50,009, and 
claimed that several prominent merchants 
of this city were implicated with him. He 
claimed lie received bills froi* merchant:, 
for about one-third more than the regular 
price of articles purchased, and after [lav­ 
ing the bills divided the surplus with the 
merchants. Seott was paid a salary of $8 
per day, given a commodious reslienceand 
allowed $1.000 per week topav the expenses 
of construction. 
Traveling Salesm an K illed. 
New York, February 9th.—Samuel E. 
Thompson, traveling salesman, had a quar­ 
rel early this morning on Greenwich 
avenue with Alexander Slater, a bar-tender. 
Slater struck Thompson on the head with 
his clenched fist, felling him to the side­ 
walk. In his fall Thompson’s head struck 
the flagstone with a crash. The skull was 
fractured by the fall, and he died in the 
station-house shortly after. Slater says 
Thompson struck him in tbe saloon with a 
billiard cue, and that lie 011!v retaliated 
when they reached the street. Thompson 
was in the cotton business formerly, and 
had a fortune of $300,000, but lost it all in 
speculation. 
Tlie F reller M urder. 
St. Louis, February 9th.—Circumstances 
Combine to keep the famous Southern 
Hotel trunk tragedy from losing its rank as 
a leading sensation. Interest has been re­ 
vived in tlie case by tlie receipt of informa­ 
tion to the effect that Dr. Burnette, a den­ 
tist in San Francisco, who liad filled several 
of C. Arthur Preller’s teeth in March, 
1878, had been requested bv the deceased s 
relatives to supply them with the particu­ 
lars regarding the work he had done. 
Cosmopolitan Contributor». 
New York, February 9th.—The most in­ 
teresting thing at the gathering ot the com­ 
mitteemen of the Irish Parliamentary fund 
last night was a slip of white paper laid be­ 
fore Chairman Eugene Kelly. It showed 
how universal was sympathy ¡11 this town 
for Parnell’s efforts to secure home rule for 
Ireland. Upon it was written the nation- 
alties represented by these who had con­ 
tributed to make $50,000, at which hand­ 
some figure the fund now stands. They 
are American, Austrian, Prussian, Polish, 
Italian, Spanish, Cuban, Greek, Russian, 
English, Irish, French, Swedish, Swiss and 
African.

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FOREIGN NEWS. 
Atlairs in London. 
London, February 9th.—2 p. m.—Fears 
arc entertained that the riots of yesterday 
will be renewed to-day. 
This ’ is what 
could naturally be expected when the im­ 
munity enjoyed by the mob in the work 
of destruction yesterday is considered. The 
police showed that they were entirely pow­ 
erless to cope with such a force as that 
with which they were confronted. In an­ 
ticipation of another demonstration to-day, 
small crowds of roughs have lieen pouring 
into Trafalgar Square from different {mints 
of the city, and at this hour the crowd as­ 
sembled there numbers full 3,000. None 
of the leaders, however, of yesterday's dis­ 
turbance have made their appearance as 
yet, and whetherany programme has been 
determined on for another outbreak is not 
known. The West End to-day wears holiday 
appearance. A general feeling of alarm and 
insecurity is felt among the residents of 
that quarter, and most of the shops are 
closed. The tradesmen are indignant at 
the lack of protection afforded them by the 
authorities and at the impotencv of the po­ 
lice. No instructions have been giveu to 
the police as to what course to pursue in 
the event of further outrages by the mob, 
and shop-keepers feel that they lire entirely 
unguarded against the pillage and destruc­ 
tion of their property. Though it is well 
known who tfic leaders of the mob are, no 
arrest of any one connected therewith has 
been made. The tradesmen propose to 
send a petition to the Home Office, de­ 
manding that they be afforded protection 
from the depredations of the mob. 
Hyndman, 1’resident of the Democratic 
Federation, disclaims any responsibility for 
the action of the mob yesterday. 
He pre- 


dicts that trouble of very serious propor­ 
tions will ensue if the'distress existing 
among the working people is not soon re­ 
lieved. Men will not starve forever, he says, . 
and if the authorities refuse to lrelp them, 
then they must not he surprised if force is 
resorted to to procure bread. The roughs 
are taking advantage of the fog to assemble 
in various parts ol the West End. 
They 
are bold and impudent. One gang at­ 
tempted to stop the carriages of members 
of the nobility, who were on tlieir way to 
St. James Palace to attend a levee given by 
tbe Prince of Wales. A foree of police was 
at hand, however, who drove hack the 
crowd and dispersed it. Alarm is spread­ 
ing in all parts of the city. 
AGGRESSIVENESS OF THE MOB. 
London. February 9th—3:30 p. m.—By 3 
o'clock the mob at Trafalgar Square was 
estimated to be 10,000 strong. 
The ma­ 
jority of this great throng is composed of 
loafers and roughs of the worst class. 
Large numbers of policemen are present, 
but their efforts to control the turbulence 
of the mob has so far proved unavailing, 
and traffic is lor the time being brought to 
a standstill. The spirit of the 1110b to-day 
is distinctly aggressive. Every carriage 
which comes within reach of the rioters is 
at once surrounded, and its occupants 
hooted, hissed and insulted. During the 
early part of the afternoon a gorgeous 
equipage was driven near tlie 1110b. Sonic 
one said the turnout was the Lord Mayor’s, 
and the rioters at once made a rush for it, 
seemingly determined to tear the vehicle 
to pieces and stamp Us occupants to death. 
Tiie police, however, by a vigorous charge, 
rescued the equipage and its occupants, 
and got them to a place of safety. The 
mob is at present simply an undirected 
mass of human savages. Nothing, it would 
seem, but the want of some popular leader 
prevents the lnub from exerting its strength 
in some organized movement which 
might 
bring about the 
most dis­ 
astrous results. 
During 
the 
after­ 
noon the police charged the mob twice 
in full force, for flic purpose of breaking it 
up, and driving ihe fragments from Trafal­ 
gar .Square, but both efforts were absolutely 
futile. The mob would yield a little at the 
point of attack, but bulge out in some other 
direction. The police could not surround 
it or break it. Each failure of the police 
was greeted by the vast assemblage with 
cheers and yells. At this hour tlie rioters 
are getting enraged at the frequent repeti­ 
tions of hostility, and the temper of the 
mob is perceptibly rising. Thousands of 
men are pouring down to the scene, and all 
the pavements in the vicinity of Trafalgar 
Square are lined with excited men, the 
rows on either side of the street being 
nowhere less than six men deep. 
THE MOB FINALLY DISPERSES. 
London, February 9th—4:30 p. m.—The 
increasing gravity of the situation finally 
alarmed the authorities, and they put forth 
all their energies to suppress the incipient 
riot. 
The police on duty at Trafalgar 
Square was enormously increased, and pre­ 
pared for a well-defined and exhaustive as­ 
sault. This, after a long struggle, resulted 
in pushing the 1110b into the side streets 
and thus splittiug it up. The police fol­ 
lowed up their work, and drove each frag­ 
ment of the broken mob until its elements 
were dissipated in the alleyways and by­ 
ways ot the town. 
Every precaution 
has been taken to prevent the re­ 
assemblage of any mob. 
Many o 
the rioters have been arrested. Some o 
them have been fined and discharged, oth 
ers have been remanded for trial, while a 
number have been sentenced to imprison­ 
ment for various terms. 
Tiie Split in Hie N ationalist Party. 
D ublin, February 9th.—Great interest i- 
felt here as to the outcome of the split in 
the Nationalist party in support of the can­ 
didates in the Parliamentary contest in 
Galway. Parnell to-day started for Gal­ 
way to take part in the canvass of his nomi­ 
nee, O’Shea. 
He was accompanied by 
Thomas Power O’Connor, Kelly, Sexton, 
Deasy and Campbell, members of Parlia­ 
ment. Fifty Irish members of Parliament 
have signed an appeal to the electors of 
Galway, asking them to uphold Parnell’s 
nominee. Ilealy, who leads the opposi­ 
tion to the election of O'Shea, and who 
urges the return of Lynch, claims to have 
eighteen followers among the Irish mem­ 
bers. 
••To Hell with O’.Shea anil Parnell.** 
D ublin, February 9tli.—When Parnell, 
O'Connor and O’Brien arrived at Galway, 
they were met by a 1110b, who jostled ilie 
Irish leaders and cried: “ To hell with 
O'Shea and Parnell.” Ilealy, who had ar­ 
rived some time previously, hurried lo the 
scene, and pushing bis way through the 
crowd, said he would break the head of 
any man who dared to insult Parnell. This 
restored order for a time. During the 
general meeting held to take action 
on

importing 
Captain

him. These remarks stirred the factions 
present into wild excitement. Parnell then 
invited Lynch to a quiet talk, and the con­ 
versation was not long over before Lynch 
announced that he bad decided, at Par­ 
nell's request, to withdraw from the Gal­ 
way contest. 
Prom inent Canse Celelire Prom ised iu 
London. 
London, February 9th.—An inquest was 
held to-day in tlie ease of the death of a 
Mr. Bartlett, a merchant of Pimlico, who, 
it is alleged, was killed by chloroform ad­ 
ministered by his wife, who wished to 
marry Rev Mr. Dyson, aWeslyan minister. 
A statement of Mrs. Bartlett was read at 
the inquest by her physician. She was 16 
years old when .she was 
married 
to Bartlett. 
They made a 
compact 
to live together merely as loving 
friends. This agreement was adhered to 
for six years, when tiie husband began to 
encourage her affections for Rev. Mr. Dy­ 
son. Recently Barflett began to manifest 
renewed affection for his wife, but she, 
feeling it to be her duty to tlie minister to 
resist her husband’s advances, appealed to 
him to desist, as he had affianced her to 
Mr. Dyson. Theappeal had only a tempo­ 
rary effect, so she resolved to protect her- 
selt from her husband by the waving of 
chloroform in front o f' his face. On 
the night before his death, as her 
husband was retiring she produced a bottle 
of chloroform, which her husband took 
from her, and upon awakening in tlie 
night, she found her husband lying dead 
by her side. Tlie affair lias crcateil an in­ 
tense sensation, and is regarded as likely 
to culminate in one of the most prominent 
causes celebre in the criminal history of 
this country.

Commutation o f Sentence.—Yesterday 
Governor Stoneuian issued a pardon to 
Peter Bangs, confined at San Quentin, who

n in October, 1478, and sen­ 
tenced to lit teen years' imprisonment. The 
Board of .State Prison Directors recom­ 
mended that the sentence be commuted to 
eleven years and five months, upon the 
* 
representation made bv Hon. M. C. Blake, 
the committing.ludge, that Hang- bad been 
.sufficiently punished and should be set at 
liberty, his s vntenee having been made ex- 
eessive to deter other criminals at the time. 
A t the time oí the commission of the crime 
Bangs was but 15 years of age. In passing 
.sentence Judge Blake made use of the fol­ 
lowing language: “ 5 ou having been con­ 
victed of petit larceny, and being now con­ 
victed of burglary of the first degree, there 
is no discretion m this case at all. The full 
term for burglary of the first degree is the 
least I call give you. The statute fixes it. 
1 do not think there is anything else I can 
do about it. The Judgm ent of the Court is 
that you lie punished by im prisonment in 
the - tale Prison of this State for the term 
ol fifteen years. 
If you conduct yourself 
'veil, and I am living when you have been 
there six years, I will try and help you." 
The prisoner has an aged mother in feeble 
health, lias grown to manhood and been an 
exem plary convict.

again, and. unless they agree, they will be 
out all night. There was no information 
gained as to how the jury stood just before 
they were called in. but it was reported 
early in the evening that they at one time 
stood six for conviction and six for acquit­ 
tal, but this is not known to have positively 
been the case.

Insano People Committed. 
Monday evening a large, fine-looking 
man, who would lie considered by the ob­ 
server to be in the enjoyment of splendid 
health, physically and mentally, visited 
thq police office, apparently out of curiosity, 
and presently entering into conversation 
with officer Farren, introduced Limself as 
Thomas Depp. It was subsequently ascer­ 
tained that he was a native ol Kansas, was 
formerly a Methodist clergyman, but lat­ 
terly was engaged in business as a dealer in 
harness and saddlery. He has been on the 
Coast about 18,months, and on the day pre­ 
ceding his call at the station-house he ar­ 
rived here from Hollister, where he had 
been attending to some business. He ex­ 
plained to officer Farren that he had no­ 
ticed in various towns in this State, large 
and small, and more especially in those not 
illuminated by artificial gas. a peculiar 
kind of gas, of a very injurious character, 
with which many of the houses were filled, 
lie had found it in Sacramento. It flowed 
through cracks in walls, rat holes, the sides 
of apartments near the coiners, floated next 
to ceilings and along 
floors, and was 
only 
noticeable 
by 
the 
peculiar 
noise it made when escaping, except when 
a candle or match was applied, when it 
would blaze up to a bight of eight or ten 
inches and burn flickeringly. It had a 
tendency to give people who inhaled it a 
dull, heavy pain in the head, griping of the 
bowels—it struck him and doubled him up 
—paralysis and insanity. He had found 
that the only remedy against it was asafeti- 
da, or perhaps chloride of lime. A ta ho­ 
tel in which he had stopped in Sacramento 
he found that the gas was in the room, and 
when he went to bed he placed the bottle 
of asafetida he always carried, on the floor 
beneath the hod. 
In the morning he found 
that the gas had moved the bottle two feet, 
and the room door was unbolted, though 
he had been careful to boll it when he 
retired on the previous evening. He had 
inquired into the nature of the gas to some 
extent, but had been unable to decide 
whether it was manufactured bv the use of 
chemicals or produced in some other man­ 
ner; nor could he tell how it was circu­ 
lated, and was inclined to believe it was led 
about the city in pipes, apertures in which 
allowed it to escape into houses. 
He 
thought it was manufactured 
by the 
Chinese or low-down whites, with intent to 
injure respectable people, and, so believing, 
lie deemed it his duty to notify the police. 
W bile he was explaining his theorv, of­ 
ficers Kent and Farrell arrived at the sta­ 
tion-house, and they obtained a candle and 
went out with him, ostensibly to examine 
a wail front which they had themselves, so 
they said, noticed the gas to be escaping, 
and on this pretense they quietly escorted 
Mr. Depp to the County Jail, to be taken 
care of there until he might be examined 
next day for insanity. Yesterday the Com­ 
missioners examined him , anil found it 
necessary to commit him to the asvlum at 
Stockton. 
Business men of this city who 
are acquainted with him were interested in 
the case, as in their dealings they had 
found him a man of integrity and unusual 
ability. Last evening he had changed his 
views as to the gas, ami was advocating its 
use as a means of exterm inating the Chi­ 
nese, alleging that it would affect their 
stomachs and legs, and finally lead to heart 
disease. 
The Commissioners also examined yes­ 
terday a man named Jam es Morphy, who 
was lately sentenced in the Police Court to 
serve a term in the County Jail for battery. 
He is a man who has drunk a great deal, 
and a couple of weeks ago he had a
